How a N um erous F a m ily S leep —A Lazy 
I.lfe — Sm all Incom es. 
(Vienna Letter.] 
The old German proverb that one stable 
will hold many patient, sheep must have had 
it? origin in Vienna. 
Since 1 have seen the 
way in which these happy-go-lucky creat­ 
ures manage 1 begin to think that, our 
vaunted practical ingenuity is a delusion 
and a snare. 
You are told that a certuin 
loyal commercial counselor, or imperial 
royal hat manufacturer, blessed with a wife 
and six offsprings, resides in throe room? 
and a kitchen, and, quick wilted American 
that you are, you can not guess how and 
where this nuinorou? family sleeps. 
You 
notice, however, that lounges and ottomans 
abound; one h placet 
in the dining room, 
two in the parlor, a long, upholstered htnicli 
in the hall and a remarkably long kitchen 
table in lioppie’s realm. 
Paterfamilias points to these article, of 
furniture with pride; tolls you how the 
youngest hopoful sleeps in the hall, the i nr 
daughters in the parlor, the big boys in tbe 
dining-room, and horrible to relate, bonne 
ing Iteppie takes the top off the kitchen 
table, on which she has prepared your meal-, 
and discloses her bed underneath. 
All this 
is not in the least shocking to a Vienu » -e, 
and h« would look at you in blank uumr. ?- 
ineut if you ventured to remurk that X * * * y* 
servant would not sleep in a table, and th d 
you woul l hesitate somewhat to conv-Tt a 
kitchen into a servant’s bed-room. 
Bui 
these people have no ret I homes and are 
only to be found in their rooms when th *y 
are overpowered by eleop. 
Their motto iC: 
“ Any place is hotter than home.” and a - 
soon as they can e-cajm from busines-. *-r 
household duties they go to their favor it * 
haunts, the coffee houses, of which Vienna 
has no loss than 3,000. 
Every businen man tikes a t least an 
hour for dinner, and, after leaving the re. 
taurant, sits about in his beloved “ cafe” be­ 
au hour or two, smoking, reading the jm 
peri, playing cards or watching the pas? r*- 
by —in short, doing anything which does not 
lead an observer to suppose that ho is 
♦blige I to work. 
Most ofgthese people load­ 
ing this lazy life are not in comfortable cir­ 
cumstances, many of them earning a t most 
|500 to $600 per year, 
This does not worry 
them, however, for they insist that God will 
never desert a true Viennese, and with this 
wonderful faith m tho Creator they spend 
their last kreutzer ou a litre of wine or a 
glass of beer, with never a thought of to­ 
morrow. 
To-morrow will bring money in 


some way they feel sure, and If not, They 
can beg or borrow, but go to the beer hall 
and coffee house they must, for they would 
lose caste and position and the incubus -of a 
Viennese gentleman and “ cavalier” a t once 
should they attempt to reform and bocome 
prudent, economical and industrious.
